animity with which anthropologists could ugree upon the 


main essentials. 


The Institute’ has now 
announced that as a result 
of correspondence it has ex- 
changed with the Division 
for the Study of Racial 
Problems of Unesco, a 
new panel of physical an- 
thropologists and biologists 
would be appointed to write 


‘a new statement. 
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Although the membership of 
the new pancl has not yet been 
announced, it is believed 
that its composition will be such 
as will guarantee the produc- 
tion of a sclentifically sound 
document, which willbe of great 
valu¢'to all those’ who are op- 
posed to racial prejudice. 

Here are the main points in 
the original statement Issued by 
Unesco last July:

1. Racial discrimination has no 
sclentific foundation in diologi- 
cal fact.

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LONDON TEA MARKET 


New Import 
|| Arrangements — 


_ Announced 


By agreement with the Board of Trade, im- 

| port arrangements in connection with the reopen- 

ing of the London Tea Market have now been con- 

solidated into a system which will operate from 

January 1 next as part of the scheme, announces 
the UK Trade Commissioner for Hongkong. 

The arrangements have been formulated ‘after 
consultation with the London Tea Auctions Joint 
Committee, whose practical suggestions have, it is 
stated, wherever possible, been incorporated. 


Details of the scheme aro as 
follows: — . 

(1) Classification of imports:— 
Imports will consist of teas for 
(a) homo consumption, (b) re- 
export. 

Re-export arrangements which 
will apply at the commencement 
are dealt with separately under 
paragraph 7 hereunder, apart 
from which the details furnish- 
ed in thls memorandum apply 
only to home consumption, im- 


ports. 

(2) Countries of consign- 
ment:—Separate import licences 
will be Indonesia, British Central 
Africa (4c. Nyasaland and 
Southern Rhodesia), British East 
Africa (ie, Kenya, Tanganyika, 
Uganda), Malaya, Mauritius, 
Portuguese East Africa, and 
Brazil: (ii) Tea produced in 
China and Formosa and con- 
signed therefrom, or from 
Hongkong (see para. 4); Citi), 
Ten consigned from a country 
differing from that of produc- 
tion, except China and Formosa 
ten from Hongkong ‘(sce para. 
5.). ‘ 

ISSUE OF LIOENCES 

(3) Licence particulars:—(a) 
Availability. —Licences will “be 
issued to individual firms or, in 
the case of producing com- 
panies, ‘their duly authorised 
agents. As regards first hand 
teas for sale in the auctions, 
separate licences will apply to 
each consignor or estate. Private 
purchases for the direct require- 
ments of primary wholesalers 
will be covered by a. single 
licence in the name of the im- 
porting primary wholesaler. (b) 
Quantity and Value—There will 
be no restriction as to the quan~- 
tity and value of imports under 
licences as referred to at 2 (i) 
and 2 (ii);_ such Ncences - aft 
known as block licences. Indivi- 
dual Ucences under 2 (ill) will 
be for specific quantities and/or 
values. (c) Period valid—Sub- 
ject to the normal proviso that 
all import licences are lnble to 
revocation at any. time without 
warning, it is intended that these 
Ucences will: be valid from 
January 1, 1951 (or from date of 
feguo whichever is later), until 
March 31, 1952, at least, (a) 
Conditions:—Aport from the

(8) Applications for licences. 
—Traders requiring import 
Ilcences in accordance with 
the foregolng provisions should 
submit an application on Board 
of Trade Form ILD/A, ‘in 
duplicate, along. with the ap- 
propriate undertakings as per 
specimens attached, namely 
(i) U. 1 for teas in Category 
2°) above; (ii) U. 2 for teas 
in Category 2 (il) above, 
(iit) U. 3 for teas in Category 
2 (ill) nbove. Supplics . of 
these forms will be obtainable 
from the various associations, 
or direct from the Tea Divi- 
sion, Portman Court. For ad- 
ministrative convenience im~- 
porters are asked to send such 
application to the Board of 
Trade through the Ministry of 
Food Tea Division at the above 
address, : 

(7) Re-Exports——With the 
exception of Chinn and For- 
mosa teas, requirements m9 
traders for re-export will untll 
further notico be dealt with a3
